Ie de- 
sired to go to Manchuria to open ne- 
gotiations on the question. 

There was much excitement in Mos- 
cow throughout the day; many work- 
ers paraded in the strects with red 
banners and bands blaring — revolu- 
tionary airs. They carried huge 
streamers with slogans demanding a 
determined stand against “Chinese 
fascists.”” All of the demonstrations 
passed the Chinese legation, but there 
were no disorders. 


CHINA PREPARES 
TO TAKE ACTION. 

Shanghai, July 10. (United 
News.)—The national government of 
China, with Chiang Kai-shek back at 
Nanking, tonight prepared to take ac- 
tion on the soviet’s ultimatum de- 
manding within three days an agree- 
ment for a conference to thresh out 
differences over control of the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway in Manchuria. 
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The situation remained tense, wit 
considerable military gestures on both 
sides, but there were numerous indi-

FIVE ARE INJURED 


AS BUILDINGS FALL 
AT MONTGOMERY 


ee er 


Dexter Avenue Struc- 
tures, Weakened by 
Blaze, Tumble Into Ex- 
cavation. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 15.—(@)— 
Working by the light of giant torches, 
several score rescue workers tonight 
were tunnelling steadily into a small 
mountain of debris, all that remains 
of two downtown business houses fol- 
lowing their collapse into an excava- 
tion for a new structure early this 
afternoon, hopeful that if any of the 
75 employes of the two stores are 
still imprisoned they may be reached 
before it is too Jate. An excavation 
for restoration of a building burned 
last winter was between the 
stores, 

Hurried checks shortly after the 
collapse of the buildings, which came 
in two waves, revealed that a ma- 
jority, if not all, the oecupants of 
the establishments managed to free 
themselves during the interval —be- 
tween the first avalanche and _ the 
second. Downtown offices were im- 
mediately deserted and thousands of 
persons choked the street in front of 
the buildings, handicapping police and 
firemen in rescue attempts. Only 
five persons were seriously injured— 
George DeGruchy, manager of the 
three-story Pizitz department store, 
the first to cave in; Ruth Anthony, 
a customer; Mary Brown, negro cus- 
tomer, and two negro employes of the 
store. 

Firemen Caught by Fall. 

The other building crushed housed 
the Bullgck shoe store, a one-story 
structure. 

Collapsing with hardly a moment’s 
warning, the two upper stories of the 
three-story Pizitz building crumbled 
over into the excavation on one side 
and onto the roof of the ene-story 
shoe store on the other. Employes of 
the stores managed to thread their 
way through the falling materials 
after a first crash had trapped some 
of them in the rear of the buildings 
and on the second floor of the de- 
partment store. 

Police, firemen and pedestrians 
rushed into the buildings and man- 
aged to free practically every em- 
ploye before a second crash dcscended. 
Fire Chief Chester L. Ingram and 
seven firemen were trapped on the 
second floor of the department build- 
ing, and only by flattening them- 
selves against a portion of the ré@ar 
wall of the building did they escape 
with their lives, 

Manager Is Injured. 

A ninth person trapped on the sec- 
ond floor of the structure was Man- 
ager DeGruchy. Mr. DeGruchy said 
that he was on the third floor when 
the first crackling noise was made. 
He raced to the second floor to give 
warning to employes of the store and 
within three minutes, he said, the 
walls of the building descended upon 
him. He was dragged from the wreck- 
age with a broken arm and a frac- 
tured shoulder. He expressed the 
belief that his warning and the fact 
that the collapse oceurred during the 
noon hour, when many of the em- 
ployes of the Stores were at lunch 
and there was a scarcity of custom- 
ers, were responsible for the few cas- 
ualties.

Details of Paper. 

Details of the Cobb paper follow: 

“1. The board of education of the 
city shall be made a body corporate, 
With power to purchase, hold and se:l 
property of every sort, real and per- 
sonal; to sue and be sued; contract 
and be contracted. with, and with 
power to manage and operate’ the 
schools free from the control of any 
other person, or official, or body or 
corporation. 

‘2. The board of education shal] be 
composed of seven members, all nomi- 
nated and elected by the city of At- 
lanta at large. Six of these members 
shall be elected, one from each of six 
school districts, into which the city 
of Atlanta shall be divided, and one 
additional members to be elected 
from the city at large, without refer- 
ence to districts. 

‘The six districts shall be corsti- 
tuted as follows: 

“First district, first and _ fifth 
wards; second district, seventh and 
tenth wards; third district, _ second 
and third wards; fourth district, 
eleventh and twelfth wards; fifth dis- 
trict, fourth and ninth wards; sixth 
district. sixth and eighth wards. 
There should at no time be more than 
seven members of the board of educa- 
tion nor more than six districts. Ter- 
ritorial additions to the city shall be 
added to the district or districts to 
which they are contiguous. 

“The terms of office of the mem- 
bers of the board shall be three years 
and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified, except that at 
the first election members from the 
first and fourth district shall be 
elected for the term of one year; 
members from the second and fifth 
districts shall be elected for the term 
of two years, and members from the 
third and sixth districts and the 
member from the city at large shall 
be elected for the term of three years. 
Vacancies occurring in the board 
shall be filled by the board itself until 
the first regular election. 

“Members of the board of educa- 
tion shall be nominated at a special 
‘lection to be held on the first Tues- 

y in October of each year, the ex- 
payee of which shall, be borne by the 
city of Atlanta.

MAYOR EXPECTED 
TO VETO MEASURE 


Change in Referendum 
Provisions Is Viewed as 
Effort To Defeat An- 
nexation Proposal. 


City council, by a vote of 15 to 12, 
Monday afternoon voted to bar 
280,000 Atlantans from a vYOte on the 
proposal to extend the city boundaries 
about 30 square miles and induct ap- 
proximately 75.000 new citizens, and 
limited referendum provisions of the 
extension program to registered voters 
of affected districts. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale is expected 
to yeto the paper on the ground that 
sanction of it would kill any annexa- 
tion, for which he has staunchly stood 
for the past several weeks. 

The paper was pushed over despite 
determined effort. on the part of an- 
nexationists to defeat it and in the 
face of warnings that it would react 
to nullify the measure which council 
approved by an overwhelming vote at 
its last meeting. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam and Alder- 
man J. Allen Couch led the futile fight 
against the referendum change, de- 
claring that council should not be 
stampeded by the smoke screen which 
was thrown about the paper as to a 
democratic vote on the issue. Both 
claimed proponents of the revisions 
were attempting to push. it. over ink 
the hope that any reasonable annexa- 
tion plan would be defeated. 

Action of the council was on an 
amendment offered by Alderman 
Oscar H. Williamson, of the ninth 
ward, and Councilman Raleigh Dren- 
non and Robert M. Cobb, Jr., also of 
the ninth, and Councilman H, Turner 
Loehr, of the second ward. 

In addition council voted to exempt 
the Chevrolet plant, the Atlantic Steel 
company, the Fast Lake Golf course 
and the Armour and Morris Fertilizer 
company from provisions of the an- 
nexation plan which was approved at 
the last session of council by a vote of 
25 to nine.

But as long as I am given the 
liberty to express in this column my 
free opinions on matters of state I 
purpose to keep the solemn constitu- 
tion of the state before their eyes anc 
inform the people, as far as I may, 
how much of it their autocratic rep- 
resentatives observe and what pre- 
scriptions of it théy defy and over- 
ride. 

The legislator may measure his ac- 
tions as he pleases, but I conceive it 
my duty as a good citizen to insist 
that the fundamental and_ supreme 
law of the state shall be obeved.

The Purpose of the Poll Tax. 

The constitution in Article VII, 
Section 2. Paragraph 3, says: 

“No poll tax shall be levied except 
for educational purposes, and such 
tax shall not exceed one dollar annual- 
ly upon each poll.” 

It should be observed that there is 
no mandate in the constitution re- 
quiring the general assembly to assess 
a poll tax. It can levy one, or fail 
to levy one at its pleasure, but can- 
not make the levy more than $1 per 
year. 

When the gencral assembly doés 
levy a poll tax it must appear in the 
general tax act, or in a special poll 
tax act. 

And when a poll tax is levied the

It is a tax levied upon the poll, or 
head, of every legal citizen of the state 
over 21 years of age, and therefore ful- 
ly responsible to the state, and in 
Georgia is assumed to be levied upon 
those who are, or are possible to be- 
come, parents of children, and the tax 
money they thus are demanded to pay 
ig to aid the state in providing popu- 
lar education for the children of the 
people at large. 

As a capitation tax it is uniform 
upon rich and poor alike. burdensome 
to none, and intended in so far to 
equalize a popular contribution to a 
general and necessary public function. 

The mere payment of a poll tax 
never has, and .does not now, fully 
qualify any person in Georgia to vote 
in elections by the people. There 
are other connected qualifications and 
some of them are insuperable bar- 
riers between many thousands of citi- 
zens who could pay the poll tax any 
day out of their pocket change!

The Tax Is Not Enforced. 

According to the estimate latest 
made hy the federal censns bureau for 
1928, there are at least 1.500.000 adult 
male and female, white and black, ¢iti- 
zens of Georgia. 

Everyone of them is subject to the 
poll tax and due to pay it every year. 

There is not a written, printed, or 


|implied, word in the entire constitu- 


tion that authorizes the general as- 
sembly, or any officers of the state 
or the counties, to let any one of 
those adult citizens go free from pay- 
ment of the poll tax. 

The act of the general assembly in 
saying that any woman who fails t» 
register as a voter may be exempted 
from her poll tax was not only a 
“dirty dollar’ bribe offered to the 
women of Georgia, but is as illegal 
as it would be for the general as- 
sembly to seize and lynch the Chief 
Justice of the state because he hopes 
to see his son elected governor of the 
state next year! 

The failure to collect any dollar 
of the poll tax that a tax collector can 
run down and exact defrauds the chil- 
dren of Georgia of cash money that 
their grandfathers decreed should be 
devoted to their education. It ia a 
shameful hi-jacking of those helpless 
to retaliate with ballots.

The divorce courts are busy, the nations live in dread of war and 
national problems remain unsolved because men pretend to favor justice 
and right when their one desire is to get an advantage for themselves. 

In the language of the street, they kid themseives by twisting the 
meaning of words. ‘‘Let us do what is fair,” they say; but their con- 
ception of fairness is an arrangement that wiil increase their profits at 
the other fellow’s expense. 

They have practiced hypocrisy so long and so weil that they now 
fool themselves, and not one man in 10 is wholly natural and sincere in 
anything that he says or does. 

Men great and small pay lip service to righteousness; virtue is worn 
as a garment; and evil does not disturb the conscience if it is hidden. 

Three men of my acquaintance bought a piece of property, intend- 
ing to hold it a short time and divide the profits when its value increased. 

The real estate market collapsed, however, and they were unable to 
sell at any price. 

One of them, who was a merchant, suggésted that he could use the 
property himself and offered to rent it until it could be sold. 

The others agreed. But the rental offered by the merchant seemed 
to them absurdly low. 

“Fifteen dollars a month!’’ said one. 
You should pay 60.” 

‘Forty-five is about fair,’’ said the other. 

“Well,” said the merchant, ‘‘since we are partners in this and all 
of us wish to do what is right, let us compromise. Each will write on 
a slip of paper the figure he thinks fair and we 
three.”’ 

The others agreed and the thing was done. But the merchant didn’t 
write the figure he had offered. Instead of $15, he wrote $3, 

He saved money, but he lost the respect of two friends. 

The incident affords an excellent illustration of the purpose and 
seat of negotiators who pretend a desire to solve the world’s problems 
uStly. 

They have no interest in Justice. Their one desire is to get all they 
can, and their much talk of fairness is a smoke Screen to conceal their 
motives-and fool the other side.

“T have no concern with 
demnation of Mr. Whitley, who ap- 
parently after contributing to this 
fund for six months, suddenly betray- 
ed a confidence, nor with the defense 
of Mr. McKeand, who has stated that 
the fund was being raised for pub- 
licity purposes.

No Paving for Chatham. 

“My own county of Chatham would 


not get a foot of paving within its’ 


borders under any plan I have de- 
vised. In my public utterances on 
the subject of bonds during the past 
two years I have repeatedly said that 
my county would be perfectly willing 
to waive payment to it bythe state 
or the state highway board of any 
moneys it may have heretofore spent 
on roads now in the state highway 
system if by so doing it could aid in 
the passage of a state highway bon! 
measure, and ] again say this here 
and now. The $25,000,000 portion of 
the proposed bond issue to repay 
counties can be eliminated if you 
please, so far as Savannah and Chat- 
ham county are concerned. We would 
rather see the state with a splendid 
system of paved highways which 
would aid us and everybody else ma- 
terially at the same time than to get 
back money we have spent on our 
bonds. 

“I know that there are men in the 
senate and the house of representa- 
tives who differ with me on the ad- 
visability of a bond issue for high- 
ways. I am entirely tolerant of -their 
views. I am not going to get mad 
With them because they differ with 
me on the subject, and I dont expect 
to seek retaliation. At the same time 
I shall expect them to be entirely tol- 
erant of my views, because my views 
are born gf conscientious motives just 
as I believe their views to be.

Chicago, July 15.—U)—Introduc- 
tion in congress of a federal election 


law bill is promised by Oscar De 
Priest, negro representative at Wash- 
ington from Illinois. 

In his first speech in Chicago on 
national racial questions since his ele- 
vation to congress De Priest told a 
wegro audience last night his proposed 
bill would put national elections in 
the hands of government election 
| boards. De Priest was introduced as 
ithe lone representative in Washing- 
| ton of the 12,000,000 negroes in the 
| United States, 
“I am fighting,” said De Priest, 
| ‘not for social equality but for equali- 
'ty under the law. The prosperous col- 
ored folks in the north must rescue 
the disfranchised black peons of the 
south before we can say the negro of 
America is free. 

“I am going to continue. my tour

An inte esting development is the 
changed attitude of many conservative 
‘bankers and merchants taward the 
policy of hedging that has been so 
rigidly insisted upon for many years. 
Some of them seem to have persuaded 
themselves that it is quite as leg:ti- 
inate for a cotton merchant to go long 
or short ‘of cotton as it is for a de- 
partment store proprietor to buy a 
stock of goods before he has sold them. 
and the whole question resolves itself 
into one of intelligence in making a 
legitimate commercial venture. 


If this view comes to prevail gen- 
erally we shall have a new and in- 
teresting cotton market, for the best 
minds of the trade have for years 
confined themselves to a selection of 
hedges rather than to a determination 
of the intrinsic value of cotton.

There was no statement as to what disposition the titleholder 
will make of the money, although it was suggested that he could 
keep it with propriety end without endangering his amateur stand- 
ing in golf. With attorney's fees deducted it was estimated that he 
would have just about enough left to pay his expenses to California 
im August to play in the emateur golf championship of the United 
States, beginning September 2.

Best Race Horses.

Chicago, July 15.—(United News.) 
His nerve and speed in the stretch 
drive finally aave given Blue -Lark- 
spur the three-year-old championship 
of 1929. 

Off to a bad start in the Kentucky 
Derby, this son of Black Servant-Blos- 
som Time, has stage a great come- 
back, which rose to its Inghest niteh 
Saturday afternoon when he won the 
$70,000 American classic at Arlington 
Park. 

Larkspur’ won desively, leading a 
field of the year’s best runners under 
the wire by at least five lengths, and 
the victory fut him far in the lead 
of all others in his class in the amount 
of money won. 

It was his third big stake victory 
of the year, the other two having come 
in the Belment and Withers stakes. 


“Previous to yesterday his money win- 


nings totaled $93,550 and the classic 
added $59,900 to that amount, The 
nearest approach to the Larkspur fiz- 
ure is the earning total of Clyde Van 
Dusen—$64,919. 

The convincing manner in’ which 
Larkspur won leaves little doubt that 
he is the class of the three-year-olds. 
The elassic field included all of the 
big money winners—Clyde Van Dusen, 
Kentucky Derby winner: Dr. Free- 
land, Preakness victor; Windy City, 
winner of the American Verby; Rose 
of Sharon, the best filly of the year— 
and none of them had a look in when 
Jockey Mack Garner called on Lark- 
spur for the stretch run. 

Van Dusen finished third and Dr. 
Freeland fourth, but a field horse, 
Live Oak, took second. 

Larkspur’s great finishes seem to be 
the secret of his success. He does 
not take the Jead until the stertch is 
reached. Yesterday, Jockey Garner 
lay back with the field and let Grand 
Prince, a -.front runner, set’ the 
Larkspur pace.
